2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record docs 
not fairly teach or suggest the automatic definition of borders within ultrasonic images of a heart, wherein 
the images have image planes extending in different directions through the heart, and wherein such 
borders are used to quantify and display measures of a change in the heart volume.
